Agrewmiat, Revised By 
Council, In Force For 
Thirteen Months 


Revised 13-month power stand- 
by agreement between the City 
of Edmonton and the Calgary 
Power Company was ratified by 
city council Monday night, on a 
six-five note. Most important 
revision in the power pact was an 
increase in the penalty to be paid 
by the company in the event of 
it being unable to supply energy 
when requested by the city 

This power plan, which comes 
into effect November 1, provides for 
a payment by the city of $2,000 a 
month for the right to the Calgary 
Power Company's standby service 
In case of a breakdown at the city 
plant, however, with the conse- 
quent need of a power supply by 


the company, Edmonton is required 


to pay $3,750 a month 


COMPANY PAYMENT 

Under the agreement, the Calgary 
Power Company is required to 
the city $24,000 for the first ocasion 
on which it demands energy from 
the city and $21,000 for the second 
occasion 

Terms of the original agreement 
provided that if the company was 
unable to give Edmonton standby 
service when called upon, the dan 
age payment to the city would be 
$100 per hour or any fraction there- 
of 

This penalty was increased in 
the revised agreement ratified by 
council Monday, as follows: 

“Should the city in case of 
breakdown request power from 
the company and should the com 
pany fail for a period in excess 
of ten minutes from such request 
to supply such power, then for 
each hour or fraction thereof 
during such breakdown period 
that the company fails to supply 
power, the company shall pay to 
the city as liquidated damages the 
sum of $200 per hour or fraction 
thereof; provided that the total 
amount paid as liquidated dam- 
ages in respect to failure to sup- 
ply during any one breakdown 
period shall not exceed $5,000."
